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WAR AND ENDIAN CLAIMS. | 

What Should be included in Sen- 
‘ater Stewart's Silt. — 

Eprrors GAZETTE:~—In your is- 
sue of the 5th inst., I fiad the bill 
introduced by Senator Stewart, 
amendatory of the several Acts of 
Congress relative to proving up 


War claims and losses sustained by 


Indian depredations in certain 
States and Territories. The bill so 
faras it goes is all right, but does 
not touch certain. cases in which 
the people of Nevada are largely 
and vitally interested. 

The Senator in his zeal to do 
something for his constituents does 
not exactly go off half-cocked in 


introducing his bill at so early a 
date, but lacks information as to 
the status of the different claims 
intended to come within the scope 
of his bill. It embraces our War 
claims ot the Rebellion, the White 
Pine and Elko Indian War claims, 
the Humboldt and Lander county 
depredation claims, the claim of 
Geo. W. Chedic, John C. Daniels, 
S. A. Nevers and about one half of 
the claim of John 8. Child, but does 
not cover any of the Pinte ‘War 
claims of 1860, the claims of Frank 
Hall nor ,the claim of Stephen A, 
Kinsey, from the fact that under 
po coustruction of his bill can any 
elaim arisiug in Utah (while we 
were in Utah Territory) be con- 
sider>d under the provisions of his 
amendatory Act. To remedy this 
defect I have prepared and for- 
warded to the Senator the following 
amendment to be added to Section 
6, to wit: 

‘*Provided that all unsettled claims, 
that accrued within that portion of 
Utah Territory, now embraced within 
the State of Nevada, shall be included 
within the provisions of this Act,” 

Governor Stevenson has also for- 
warded a copy of the same, explain- 
ing the necessity of its aduption. 

The agitation of this matter by 
our Legislature for two sessions 
past was more directly intended for 
the Piute War claims, while the 
Lander and Humboldt county 
claims and individual claims were 
not entirely outofsight: The letter 
of Governor Stevenson to President 
Cleveland was mainly conceived in 
the interest of Piute War claims, 
bnt embodied the different classes 
above mentioned. 

Mr. Dormer, of the State Board 
of Examiners, will remember that 
the Piute War claims forwarded 
nearly three years ago to the Board 
appointed by the Secretary of War, 
were returned, as the Act of 1861, 
(the Piute War occuring in 1860), 
did not give the Board jursisdiction 
as to date or locality. 

Senator Stewart’s bill cures the 
date, but omits the required juris- 
diction as to locality. 

The amendment | have forwarded 
makes the bill perfect and permits 
any person, regardless of date of 
claim, or enactment by the Nevada 
Legislature, to present his claim to 
the Board constituted under the pro- 
visions of Senator Stewart’s amen- 
datory.

and body with a coating of tar. In 
the absence of feathers they covered 
him’ with scraps of paper. They 
then talked of setting fire to the 
popes aud tar, and thus roasting 

he man alive, but finally his hands 
were tied bebind him, and he was 
told to leave the country and never 
return to Eureka on pain of being 
instantly killed. 

He made his way to Diamond 
Station, a distance of 12° miles, 
where he arrived more dead than 
alive. The section boss of the Eu- 
reka and Palisade Railroad took 
him in and kindly cared for him. 

Paroni did uot heed the warning, 
and two diys later he returned, de- 
termined to punish his persecutors. 
He recognized all ‘who participated 
in the outrage, and it is statei the 
list’ comprises some well-known 
citizens. A great sensation is 
promised when their names are 
made public.

Evidence that the Cold Wave is 
ou Its Way Westward.
